Communism  has  tried  to  des¬ 
troy  Christianity  in  Russia  by  an¬ 
nouncing  a  five  year  plan  which 
was  to  destroy  every  church  and 
burn  every  Bible  and  then  com¬ 
pletely  exterminate  Christianity. 
This  was  Lenin’s  plan  in  1928  in 
which  he  wanted  to  introduce  a 
paradise  on  the  earth  without  the 
word  of  God.  The  very  symbol  of 
communism,  the  clenched  fist,  is 
held  up  toward  the  sky  in  com¬ 
plete  defiance  to  God. 

"Stalin,  like  Trotsky  and  Lenin, 
will  eventually  pass  the  way  of 
all  mortals,  as  no  one  can  chal¬ 
lenge  God’s  throne  and  long  ex¬ 
ist,"  said  Pastor  Malof.  He  then 
spoke  of  the  many  persecutions 


that  the  Christians  in  Russia  were 
forced  to  bear  to  continue  in  their 
Christian  faith.  There  are  only 
three  and  a  half  million  commu¬ 
nists  in  Russia  of  approximately 
one  hundred  and  sixty  million 
people.  The  large  majority  of  the 
remaining  population  share  the 
Christian  belief. 

"The  Russian  people  are  very 
religious,"  he  continued,  “in  fact, 
they  do  not  even  start  a  journey 
without  praying  and  worshipping 
God.  I  believe  there  will  be  a 
great  Christian  revival  in  Russia 
after  the  war  and  I  am  here  tc 
further  this  work  with  the  gen¬ 
erous  aid  of  America." 

For  thirty-five  years  a  leader 
of  evangelism  in  Eastern  Europe, 
he  is  now  the  President  and 
founder  of  the  Russian  Gospel 
movement,  which  recently  estab¬ 
lished  its  headquarters  in  Minne¬ 
apolis.  He  has  devoted  his  entire 
life  to  evangelizing  the  Russian 
and  other  Slavic  peoples.  In  East- 
n  Europe  he  is  widely  known  as 
Christian  leader,  having  been 
instrumental  in  establishing  sev¬ 
eral  hundred  churches  there. 

Pastor  Malof,  a  graduate  of 
Spurgeon's  "Pastors'  College”  in 
London,  returned  to  his  native 
country,  Russia,  as  a  missionary 
soon  after  the  Czar's  imperial 
manifestos  of  1905-1907  proclaim- 
ligious  liberty  for  Russia.

They  include  the  evangelizing  of 
Russian-Ukrainian  people  in  the 
American  continents,  the  opening 
of  a  Russian  Bible  Institute  for 
the  training  of  evangelists  and 
missionaries,  the  publishing  of  a 
monthly  gospel  paper  in  the  Rus¬ 
sian  language,  Russian  newspaper 
evangelism,  the  support  of  Rus¬ 
sian  and  Ukrainian  missionaries, 
and  the  translation  of  Christian 
literature  into  Russian.

A  series  of  brief  addresses  on 
Martin  Luther  and  the  Reforma¬ 
tion  was  presented  in  convocation 
by  the  Luther  League  during  the 
week  of  Get.  26-30. 

Monday,  Oct.  26 — LeRoy  Miller 
sophomore  from  Agra,  Kans., 
opened  the  series  on  the  Reforma¬ 
tion  with  a  discussion  of  Martin 
Luther  as  the  composer  of  the 
battle  hymn  of  the  Reformation, 
"A  Mighty  Fortress  Is  Our  God.’ 
“Luther  wrote  this  song  in  dark 
and  trying  hours,  and  it  truly  ex¬ 
pressed  the  spirit  of  the  time.  This 
hymn  is  Luther  in  song — rugged, 
majestic,  and  trusting  in  God.  The 
world  has  many  songs,  but  few 
have  the  great  strength  and  powei 
of  this  one. 

“This  is  truly  a  great  hymn, 
a  hymn  of  which  all  Lutherans 
may  be  proud,”  said  Mr.  Miller  in 
closing.  “It  will  always  breathe 
the  spirit  of  the  Reformation." 

Tuesday,  Oct.  27 —  Prof.  G.  Ot- 
tersburg  presented  the  second  in 
the  series  of  addresses  on  Martin 
Luther  and  the  Reformation. 
“Luther  did  not  intend  to  break 
with  Rome  and  the  Catholic 
I  church  when  he  tacked  the  95 
theses  on  the  church  door  at 
Wittenberg,  on  Oct.  31,  1517.” 
This  was  only  Luther’s  way  of  ob- 
1  jecting  to  the  practice  of  selling 
j  indulgences. 

Martin  Luther  broke  away  from 
the  church  because  he  could  not 
submit  to  the  authority  of  the 
church  and  observe  to  word  of 
j  God.  “The  church  has  succeeded 
through  the  centuries  because  it 
has  been  founded  on  the  Word  of 
j  God,"  said  Proffessor  Ottersberg, 
"It  is  necessary  that  we  remain 
true  to  the  doctrines  of  Luther  if 
our  church  is  to  remain  strong.” 

Wednesday,  Oct.  28 — "Religious 
education  was  sadly  neglected 
during  the  Middle  Ages”,  said 
Arnold  Wuertz  in  another  of  a 
series  of  talks  on  the  Reformation. 
Because  of  this  deplorable  con¬ 
dition,  Luther  was  prompted  to 
write  his  catechisms.  The  church 
had  many  blind  leaders;  to  instill 
a  new  spirit  into  the  church,  Mar- 
,  tin  Luther  dealt  with  this  prob- 
I  lem  in  the  two  catechisms  that  he 
wrote. 

Luther's  small  Cateschism  is  the 
better  known  of  the  two.  In  this 
catechism  we  find  a  simple  af¬ 
firmation  of  the  Christian  life  and 
doctrine.  Another  merit  is  its  em¬ 
phasis  upon  salvation  by  faith;  il 
is  centered  around  the  life  of 
Christ  and  his  atonement.  "This 
book,”  concluded  Mr.  Wuertz, 
“can  have  a  powerful  influence 
upon  our  lives  if  we  only  open 
our  hearts  and  give  it  a  chance.” 

Thursday.  Oct.  29— Fred  Muel¬ 
ler,  a  junior  from  Wishek,  N.  D. 
concluded  the  series  with  a  vivid 
description  of  Luther's  greatest 


crisis  and  his  defense  before  the 
Diet  of  Worms.  Luther  was  a 
professor  at  Wittenberg  when  he 
posted  his  95  theses  on  the  church 
door  there.  In  the  course  of 
time,  Luther  was  summoned  to 
the  Diet  of  Worms  to  answer  to 
the  charges  of  the  church.  Here 
he  uttered  the  immortal  words,  “I 
cannot  recant.  Here  I  stand;  1 
cannot  do  otherwise.  God  help 

If  Luther  had  not  been  willing 
to  lay  down  his  life  for  the  cause,” 
concluded  Mr.  Mueller,  "the 
whole  movement  would  probably 
soon  have  died.  Let  us  emulate 
Luther's  example. 

Friday.  Oct.  30 — Captain  Harold 
Bomhaff,  a  chaplain  in  the  U.  S, 
Army,  entertained  the  students 
by  presenting  many  interesting 
phases  of  Army  life. 

Monday,  Nov.  2 — Rev.  C.  G 
Schalkhauser  explained  the  or¬

Spartan  Win  of  25  to  6 
Interrupts  String  of 
Wartburg  Victories. 

The  Knight  victory  string  was 
halted  at  four  wins  last  Friday 
night  when  the  Dubuque  Spartans 
showed  too  much  power  for  the 
Wartburg  eleven  and  won  25  to  6. 
It  was  the  first  time  this  season 
that  the  Knights  have  been  scored 
on  and  left  the  Spartans  in  undis¬ 
puted  possesion  of  first  place  in 
the  Iowa  conference. 

The  passing  combination  of 
Feutz-Lussow  and  the  line  smash¬ 
ing  of  big  Eldon  Werkheiser  spell¬ 
ed  the  downfall  of  the  Knights. 

The  first  quarter,  although 
being  played  mostly  in  Wartburg 
territory,  was  battled  on  even 
terms.  Neither  team  threatened 
and  no  scoring  was  done.
